of article 6 of the Russo-German 
peace treaty. This provided for

STOCKHOLM, March 10,—The ex- 
pected landing vs German troops in 
Finland is reported to have been ef- 
fected in the neighborhood of Abo, a 
Finnish port opposite the Aland Is- 
lands and 190 miles west of Helsinf- 
fors. The invading detachment is said 
to be composed of 2000 infantry and 
a force of artillery. No official con- 
firmation of the report has been re- 
ceived.

The Nord Deutsche Aligemeine Zeit- 
ung says that the Norwegian news- 
papers minimize German successes, 
and that therefore there cannot be 
any more talk of Norwegian neutral- 
ity. The Cologne Gazette, in comment- 
ing on the Swedish press editorials re- 
garding the occupation of the Aland 
Islands, says: 

“The Swedes have no cause for com- 
plaint; they reap simply the result of 
their policy of over-prudence during 
the war.”

It is going to astonish some people 
in the city to say that early this com- 
ing summer the telephone department 
will have reached the limit to which 
it can give service to the public in the 
way of taking additional subscribers, 
withou! a considerable expenditure in 
the way of additional equipment, The 
growth of the telephone department 
is a wonderful indication of how bust- 
ness has increased in the city of late, 
and also how the department has been 
handled to secure all the business that 
has been going. Even in the so-called 
“palmy” days of the city the depart- 
ment did not reach the stage of being 
taxed to the limit, 

Exhausted by July 

At the present time something like 
900 additional subscribers can be tak- 
en and accommodated with the equip- 
ment possessed. At the rate of pro- 
gress achieved last year Superinten- 
dent Lowry estimates that the 900 
should be exhausted by July of this 
year, and then the department will be 
in the unenyiable position of having 
to refuse subscribers, that is, unless 
more equipment is secured. Some of 
the districts will have to cry “enough” 
before the others, as the exchanges 
are almost loaded to capacity now.

Between 650,000 and 75,000 bushels 
of oats will be required by the farmers 
of Alberta to seed their spring crop, 
estimates Hon. Duncan Marshall, min- 
ister of agriculture.

Daring Assault 

With this small reinforcement, the 
Belgian commander took the offensive, | 
rushing and recapturing the postition | 
taken by the Germans jin front of a 
small bridgehead Several German 
prisoners and machine guns were ta- 
ken in this daring assault. 

In the meantime, the Chasseurs had 
been organized for a counter-attack 
and these troops advanced under ex- 
cellent support by the Belgian batter- 
les. In order for the Chasseurs to 
reach the posts held by the Germans 
it was necessary for them to cross the 
flooded space on a single board walk, 
which was dominated by German ar 
tillery and machine gun fire. Dis- 
mounted horsemen went forward as 
though on parade, amid the crashing 
of great shells, and hurled themselves 
fiercely upon the Invaders. The Bel- 
finns succeeded in taking three of 
the positions near the bridgehead, in-, 
flicting losses on the enemy | 

Forty bodies were found lying on 
the barbed wire alone. One German 
officer was decapitated by a shell as 
lie was running away. Five officers 
and 111 men were captured, together 
with 12 machine guns, | 

The Germans claim to have captur- 
ed a considerable number of Belgians 
and they undoubtedly carried away 
some prisoners Although it is im-! 
possible to give the exact total of the 
Belgian losses, they were light. |

Women’s work is universally 


recognized as being more closely 
related to the welfare of the indi- 
vidual than the work of men. The 
individual (in the mass) consti- 
tutes the state, and the legitimate 
welfare of the individual, is the 
welfare of the state.. What is 
called women‘s work is not less 
important to the state than what 
is called men’s work. In some of 
its phases and under some cir- 
cumstances it is more important. 
But to save argument it may be 
conceded from all sides that the 
part of women in the scheme of 


that of men. 

Whatever tends to increase ef- 
ficiency in the work of women 
therefore tends to the welfare of 
the community. Efficiency in 
any work is increased” by the 
exchange of views between 
those who have interest and 
experience in it. Fire is kin- 
dled by friction. Interest is inspir- 
ed by the clash of varying ideas. | 

The great convention of Wom- 
en’s Institutes which closed on 
Friday was a notable gathering 
in many ways. It was representa- 
tive of all sections of the prov- 
ince from the international boun- 
dary to Peace River and from the } 
summit of the Rockies to the} 
Fourth Meridian, far out on the 
great plains. It was a gathering 
of women to discuss problems of | 
women’s work, in relation to the 
welfare of the state. The women | 
present were elected delegates by 
their several local institutes, and 
while possibly some were especial- 
ly selected in recognition of their 
representative ability, the large 
majority were essentially practi- 
eal, and knew by experience 
whereof they spoke. The conven- | 
tion did not raise any startling 
proposals for the reconstruction of 
society, but it did give its mandate 


improving present conditions, that

In estimating the importance of 
the convention it is to be remem- 
hbered that the women of the prov- 
ince are now voters—in all pro- | 
vineial elections.

Calorifie Value of Alberta Coals, 

The chief value of coal les in its 
use as a fuel. A fuel is a substance, 
which when ignited combines with 
oxygen or burns, and during this pro- 
cess evolves a large quantity of heat. 

This heat may be used for domestic, 
industrial or power purposes. 

The value of coal as a fuel depends 
largely on the amount of heat which 
can be obtained from a given weight of 
coal, 

This measure of heat is called the 
calorific value of the coal, and is the 
number of heat units available in one 
pound of coal, 

In this country the heating value of 
coal is usually expressed in terms of
